EFFECT OF COLD WEATHER 
ON COTTON BOLL WEEVIL 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture has been receiving a num­ 
ber of inquiries relative to the effect 
of the recent cold snap on the hiber­ 
nating boll weevils. 
As explained in 
a recent statement by the department, 
an 
examination 
to 
determine 
the 
number of weevils entering hiberna­ 
tion in the past fall was 
completed 
just before this cold weather occurred 
and showed that in most sections 
an 
unusually large numlier 
of 
weevils 
had entered hibernation. 
Despite the 
recent cold! 
snap, 
the

^ays, there is no reason 
to assume 
that there will not be sufficient weev­ 
ils in the spring to make 
a 
strong 
weevil fight quite necessary in 
the 
more heavily infested districts. 
Undoubtedly many 
weevils 
have 
been killed by the 
cold. 
Experience 
has shown that as soon as the temper­ 
ature goes below 30 degrees, 
those 
weevils having the least 
protection 
are the first to die, and 
more 
and 
more die as 
the 
temperature 
goes 
lower. 
However, 
experience 
has 
shown also that temperatures at least 
10 degrees cooler than those 
exper­ 
ienced recently have still 
permitted 
>nough survival to cause 
a serious 
weevil fight the following year. Rec- 
>rds kept over a long series of years 
show that the weather thri winter ha> 
been cold enough to reduce materially 
the 
weevils 
in 
hibernation 
but 
it 
-should be remembered that the norm­ 
al survival during the winter amount 
to only 3 to 5 per cent on the average 
and that an unusual number entered 
hibernation last fall.

There were fourteen fires in Sikes­ 
ton caused by sparks and faulty flues 
and seven more which were caused by 
overheated stoves and furnaces 
last 
year according to the fire chief’s re­ 
port. 
There wrere fifteen more which 
were the result oif unknown causes. In 
other wmrds twenty-one of the thirty- 
six fires in this town last year could 
have 
been prevented. 
Carelessness 
was the cause of two-thirds 
of 
the 
total fire loss. 
The best fire depart­ 
ment in the world could not have pre­ 
vented these fires, but the 
Sikeston 
fire department did do good work 
in 
keeping the fire loss down. 
The persons who could have 
pre­ 
vented these fires are 
the 
property 
owners themselves. 
If your flue 
is 
cleaned out reasonably often and 
if 
your roof is fine-proof, your chances 
for fires are 
reduced 
considerably. 
The case of overheated

furnaces can be easily remedied 
by 
proper fueling. 
Sikeston should have an inspector 
of buildings of some sort, be this the 
fir<- chief or some other individual, but 
the fire chief can hardly be expected 
to take over those duties without pay.

Latest Version of Time-Hon­ 
ored Traffic Rule Is 
Brought Forward. 


“Keep to 
the 
right, 
for safety’s 
sak e!” Is the latest version of a time- 
honored traffic rule being advocated 
by the traffic committee of the Wash­ 
ington Automotive Trade association. 
Despite the potential danger in rid­ 
ing the crown of the road, too many 
motorists fail to observe one of the 
most fundamental law» in driving, it 
Is pointed om. with the result that 
passing on tlie right is becoming more 
and more popular. 
Some of the new 
traffic regulations were designed spe­ 
cifically, according to the dealers, to 
eliminate this evil and to encourage 
the practice of keeping to the right. 


Rule Often Ignored. 
“Operators of cars in the District 
apparently arc unmindful of one of 
the cardinal rules of the ro ad —‘Keep 
to the right!’ ” said I’aul B. Lum, 
president of the Washington Automo­ 
tive Trade association, in commenting 
on the traffic committee's wurning.

of Stockton-on-Tees, England, a drug­ 
gist whose hobby was chemistry 
be­ 
gan to dabble in a strang mixture. He 
had the idea that a better means for 
obtaining a light than 
the 
clumsy, 
old-fashioned tinder box could he dis­ 
covered. 
The result was a prepara­ 
tion of chlorate of potash and sulphide 
of antimony which 
he named "per- 
c»ission powder” and piaeed on sale in 
his shop. It took Are readily, hut still 
was not exactly the thing he hail 
in 
niind. Then he conceived the notion 
of attaching the mixture to the end of 
a tiny stick, and the match was horn. 
Within a century that match grew in­ 
to a gigantic industry with factories 
the world over. 
How- could John Walker of Stock­ 
ton-on-Tees have imagined that 
by 
the time the centennial of his discov­ 
ery 
arrived 
more 
than 
6,000,000 
matches would be lighted every min­ 
ute 
throughout 
the 
world ? 
How 
could he have guessed that a 
single 
machine of American 
make 
would 
turn out 177,926,400 matches 
in 
a 
lay, not loose and ragged sticks, but 
smoothly finished, boxed and labeled 
for shipment? 
The story of the rise 
of the match during its comparative 
ly shoil life to a position of probably 
the most used convenience in the civ- 
lized world is one of compelling in­ 
terest, a tale of a growth that turned 
whole forests into tiny white 
splint­ 
ers so that man might have the gift 
of fire at his instant command. 
The world’s consumption of match 
es has been placed roughly at 3,228,- 
425,000,00 a year, with five a day 
a 
reasonable 
estimate 
per capita 
of 
population. 
A billion a day, it is said, 
aie used in the United States alone. In 
England the annual consumption 
of 
matches is not at 
200.0(H),000,000 
a 
year, while the annual American out­ 
put 
is 
300,000,000. 
If the matches 
made each year were laid end to end 
they would reach a distance of 95.538,- 
145 miles, or 
almost 
4000 
times 
around the circumference of the globe. 
The match, which one 
lights and 
throws away without a thought, 
has 
penetrated the deepest jungles known 
to men in the pockets of the explorer, 
and savage tribes have bowed down in 
wonder at 
the 
miracle-objeot 
from 
which flame shoots by a single motion 
of the hand. 
Fire 
had 
in 
ancient 
times a host of worshippers. The fol­ 
lowers of Zoroaster in the East 
re­ 
garded fire as a deity and the vestal 
virgins of Rome had 
their 
sacred 
flame in the shrine of the goddess who 
gave her name to a type of match 
which once was highly 
popular—the 
wax vesta. 
Only 
for 
the 
last 
100 
years, strange as it may seem, have 
we had at hand 
in 
the 
match 
the 
means of producing fire conveniently 
When Walker’s "friction 
matches’ 
went on the market as the crude an 
cestor of today’s article, a rough piece 
of paper was provided with each box 
This paper w’as folded and the match 
was pulled through it sharply, ignit 
ing its head. 
The price of the 
first 
matches was a shilling a 
box, 
but 
wdthin seven years a London dealer 
was advertising "lucifer matches” 
at 
sixpence for 100. 
In the shabby rooms of 
the 
poor 
folk of the 
neighborhood 
the 
first 
matches were made for Walker. 
He 
hired men and 
women 
to 
cut 
the 
splints, or stirks, by hand fr-oni blocks 
of wood and by hand they were dip 
ped in molten sulphur and then tip 
ped. 
Match making was a trade that 
could be practiced by anyone, with the 
result that scores of private nianufac 
turers went into the business in 
the 
tenement districts of London, operat­ 
ing in ramshackle buildings on dark 
streets with the menace of fire ever 
present. 
Many were the tragedies in 
those early days. 
But a deadlier peril htan that of fire 
was to arise to take its toll of work­ 
ers. 
Not until 1898 was the terrible 
menace of phosphorus necrosis ban­ 
ished from the factories. 
When yel­ 
low phosphorous came in as the igni­ 
tion material, Walker’s mixture dis- 
ap pea red from the 
scene. 
Although 
several 
European 
countries 
have 
claimed the first use of phosphorus, 
it was I)r. (’harles Sauria of St. Loth- 
air, France, who produced the new in­ 
stant ignition in 1831. 
The 
"strike 
anywhere” match came into 
being, 
bringing with it a horrible industrial 
disease. 
The fumes of the yellow phosphor- 
use entered the jawbone of the work­ 
er through defective teeth and 
bro’t 
about decay of the bone. Governments 
enlisted the best talent of their coun­ 
tries in the battle to eliminate 
the 
necrosis peril and chemists 
experi­ 
mented with substitutes for the yel­ 
low phosphorus. 
In 1864 G. Lemoine 
prepared a 
new 
substance- sesqui- 
sulphid of 
phosphorus—which 
con­ 
tained none of the deadly properties 
of the yellow vai'iety. But for thirty- 
four years the solution was overlook­ 
ed and it was not until 1898 that two 
French chemists, Sevene and Cahen, 
took out a patent 
on 
the 
Lemoine 
mixture, which ended abruptly 
the 
high death rate.

The public ignored it on the 
premise that when the sandpaper was 
lost the safety match would be use­ 
less. Lunstrom had to think out some 
way of overcoming this apathy. That 
simple little object—the slide box— 
with the sandpaper on its side—was 
invented and the safey match boom­ 
ed.

en shpi was dismantled in the Castine 
shipyards. 
In the bilge between

si*!, was found the seal, which was re- 
stored to the lodge.

mpt to amend the budget allowance 
on the floor of the House was discuss­ 
ed. 
Hull declared at the beginning that 
the Federal government should shoul- 
ler the cost of the great national pro­ 
blem of flood prevention, relief 
and 
ontrol along the Mississippi and 
its 
tributaries.

forth he said, would ileal 
with 
the 
problem once ami for all. 
The Hull plan was in brief as fol- 
lows:
